Indicates Direct Benefits To Agricultural Areas 


By Bill Reece 

Tulare county farmers were the 
beneficiaries of some 1.12 extra 
inches of rainfall during the 
month of December as a direct re- 
sult of their cloud seeding pro- 
gram, according to information 
. contained in the provisional evalu- 
ation report compiled by Meteor- 
ologist Walter F. Jones, of the 
Southern Sierra corporation of 
Porterville, sponsors of the six- 
year-old weather modification pro- 
gram for some 250 farmers and 

ranchers of the area. 
' The substantial increase, 
amounting to about 20 percent of 
the month’s precipitation, was ob- 
tained from seeding six groups of 
storms which converged on the 


target area between December 1 
and December 24. The storms de- 
posited an average of 4.80 inches 
throughout the county area, ac- 
cording to reports from some 21 
weather observation stations with- 
in the target group. 

A high of 33.5 per cent increase 
above the predicted amount was 
recorded in the northern part of 
the county with increases dimin- 
ishing as they approached the 
southern end of the target area, 
where a 5.3 per cent increase was 
registered from the Kern river 
section. The chances were, statis- 
tically speaking, about 1 to 142 
that fhe increases would have oc- 
cured naturally, according to Mr. 


Jones. . 


An even greater increase might 
have resulted, states Mr, Jones, 
had operations not been suspend- 
ed during the period of flood dan-

“Tha plain fact is that wartime 
production incentives were too 
long continued . . . Other conse- 
quences of past farm programs 
have been no less damaging. Both 
at home and abroad, markets have 
been lost. Foreign farm produc- 
tion has been increased. Ameri- 
can exports have declined. Foreign 
products have been attracted to 
our shores. 

“. . Remedies are needed now 
and it is up to the administration 
and the congress to provide them 
swiftly. As we seek to go forward, 
we must not go back to old pro- 
grams that have failed utterly to 
protect farm families.” 

Nine points of the program in- 
clude: A soil bank plan that em- 
braces an acreage reserve program 
and a conservation reserve; sur- 
plus disposal; strengthening com- 
modity programs; dollar limit on 
price supports; rural development 
programs; the Great Plains pro- 
gram; increased research funds; 
expanded credit, and gasoline tax 
refund. 

SOIL BANK 

In summarizing the soil bank 
plan, three objectives are sought: 
1. Future production of crops in 
greatest surplus must be adjusted 
both to the accumulated stocks 
and to the potential markets; 2. 
Producers of other crops and of 
livestock must be relieved for ex- 
cessive production from acreage 
diverted from surplus crops; 3. 
Lands poorly suited to tillage, now 
producing unneeded crops and sub- 
ject to excessive wind and water 
erosion must be retired from culti- 
vation. 

Acreage reserve program, in- 
luded in the soil bank plan is 
designed to bring a voluntary ad- 
ditional reduction in the acreage 
of certain crops which today are 
in serious surplus — wheat, cot- 
ton, corn and rice. In operation 
of the program, a farmer for ex- 
ample, with an allotment of 100 
acres of wheat many choose to 
Plant only 80 acres and put the 
remaining 20 acres in the acreage 
reserve. His acreage allotment- 
ment will not be affected. He will 
agree not to graze or harvest any 
crop from the 20 acres put into 
the reserve. 

In return from this cooperation 
in the temporary acreage reduc- 
tion program he will receive a 
cashable certificate, equal to a 
Dercentage of the value of the 
crop ha normally would have har- 
vested from the 20 acres,

Bulk of price-supported com- 
modities held by the government 
cannot now by law be sold into 
the domestic market except at 
prices equa] to at least 105 per 
cent of the support price, plus 
carrying charges. The president 
recommended legislation to per- 
mit, under proper safeguards, sales 
at not less than support levels 
plus carrying charges. 


COMMODITY PROGRAMS. 


The administration, it was stat- 
ed, will continue to ease or elim- 
inate controls over farmers; and 
for commodities on which price 
Supports are discretionary, will 
continue to support these prices at 
the highest levels possible without 
accumulating new price depressing 
surpluses. 


DOLLAR LIMIT 

The president asked congress to 
consider placing a dollar limit on 
the size of price support loans to 
any one individual or farming 
unit. He said the limit should be 
high enough to “give full protec- 
tion to efficiently operated family 
farms’, but low enough to prevent 
large commercial farms from un- 
loading on the government all fi- 
nancial risk in their business, i 


RURAL DEVELOPMENT 

Congress, it was Pointed out, 
met only in part the recommenda- 
tions made by the President last 
year for a special rural develop- 
ment program to aid low income 
farm families. The full program 


includes provisions for federal- 
state cooperation to provide tech- 
nical training for farm youths and 
to encourage loca] industries so 
that some “subsistence” farmers 
can move into other jobs. 


RESEARCH 
The president’s budget message 
asked congress to increase agricul- 
tural research funds by 25 per 
cent to a total of $103,000,000. 
CREDIT 
The administration “is deter- 
mined to see to it that an adequate 
supply of credit remains readily 
available to our farmers at all 
times’, it was said. Only new 
legislation needed, it was pointed 
out, is authority to combine the 
Production Credit corporation and 
the Federal Intermediate Credit 
banks.

(Continued From Page 1) i 
ger. He says that directors wisely 
ordered him to terminate opera- 
tions when the probability of flood 
runoff from mountain watersheds 
resulting from the effects of warm 
air and heavy rainfall on snow 
pack became apparent. 


During the period covered by 
the report, a total of 102 hours 
of firing time were consumed by 
ground based generator units and 
about five hours of flying time 
were logged by the specially equip- 
ped and radar guided aircraft. 
Four additional ground units were 
used for the first time during the 
month’s storms, with locations at 
Malaga, Tulare, Earlimart and 
Glenville. This brings to 14 the 
total ground units now in use, or 
lone for about every four miles of 
the 60 mile wide target front. 

President Bill Cloer of the arti- 
ficial rainmaking group states 
that additional funds will be need- 
ed if the program is to continue 
on into the spring months. He 
says that collections are lagging 
behind this year, probably because 
of the unusually good moisture 
conditions thus far this season. 
He points out that cloud seeding 
offers a very inexpensive form of 
crop irigurance, especially for cat- 
tle raisers and dry-land grain 
farmers whose 50 million dollar 
annually industry depends almost 
exclusively upon the incidence of 
overhead moisture. Any extra

Most of the fish and game talk 
now comes to be centered on what 
the new angling regulations are 
going to be. The fish and game 
commission is expected to make its 
predeterminations available to the 
public some time this week. 

This information will represent 
the new regulations the commis- 
sion plans to adopt officially at 
its meeting in the State Building, 
Los Angeles, February 24. At that 
time the public will have the priv- 
ilege to pratest any .of the pro- 
posals or suggest amending them. 
If the speaker can present good 
and sufficient reasons for his op-

position or amendments, the com- 
mission will more than likely act 
accordingly if it doesn’t upset the 
overall balance to severely. 


Fish and game department staff 
employees are recommending that 
the Kings river above Pine Flat 
reservoir. be closed to all fishing 
except, durnig the trout season. 
This would change the line now 
at the Friant-Kern canal. It is 
recommending that the reservoir 
proper be open to the taking of 
any fish except trout during the 
regular closed trout season. This 
will mean that trout taken acci- 
dentally while fishing for bass or 
other species would have to be put 
pack in the water. 

Local wildlife officials have ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Pine 
Flat Reservoir may now be teem- 
ing with big trout that were wash- 
ed down with the flood aters. It 
might be worth a try to prove the 
point. If such is the case, the 
condition would apply to similar 
reservoirs and many of them are 
open to year ’round fishing includ- 
ing trout and will remain so until 
the commission’s new regulations 
become effective, which probably 
will be April 1. 

The department is also suggest- 
ing that the Kern river be open to 
year ’round fishing for any spe- 
cies including trout from the Isa- 


bella reservoir downstream. \ Wa- 
ters of the Isabella are now open 
and it is believed that the thou- 
sands of big trout that. were wash- 
ed out of the Kern River hatchery 
are now in the lake water but no 
reports have been received of fish- 
ing. 

Another department recommen- 
dation to the commission is to in- 
crease the length limit on sturgeon 
to 50 inches. They say that one 
of these fish of the present 40 inch 


minimum length are about eight | 


years old and weigh 15 pounds. A 
50 inch fish will weigh 38 pounds 
or more and is only four or five 
years older. The game qualities 


of a sturgeon below 50 inches are |

BROTHER OF JERRY HILDEBRAND ON TRIP 
BY RAFT DOWN AMAZON RIVER; INCIDENTS 


ARE RECOUNTED IN CHRISTMAS LETTER | 

(Ed. Note: A brother of Jerry Hildebrand, of Porterville, with 
his wife, Kathleen, and son Michael, are near the end of a trip by 
raft down the Amazon river, in South America. They have done con- 
siderable exploring and travel in Central and South America, travel- 
ing in a specially constructed house truck. Following is a letter re- 
counting some of their experiences on the Amazon.) 


Friday, December 2, 1955 
Ramon Castilla, across the 
Amazon from Letecia, Col. 
Dear Jerry, Dorothy 
and Family: 

This is a Christmas letter. We 
will leave here tomorrow and ex- 
pect to be on the river about 20 
days before reaching Manaus, 
Brazil. We left Iquitos on Novem- 
ber 22; we are doing the river 
from Iquitos to Manaus, 1,200 
miles, on a Balsa raft without 
motor. 

The name of our raft is “La 
Ultima Esperanza’, for the reason 
we could find no boat in Iquitos 
to take our truck and house, ex- 
cept the Booth Lines, They want- 
ed $1,200 for the trip to Belem, 
Brazil, so we had a raft built for 
$85.00 and hired two conocedores, 
men who know the river, for $1.00 
each per day. 

We have been 10 days reaching 
this point at the Brazilian border. 
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birds; we've seen many wild tur- 
keys, and parrots screech overhead 
in flights of thousands. 


One day, going down a Que- 
prada (one of the many segments 
of the Amazon) we were beseiged 


for hours by visiting natives. In- 
dians of the Ticuma tribe paddled 


They had filed teeth, spears for 
fishing, and women were nursing 


ti for the night. 
oe babies openly. 


One day we were caught in a 
heavy jungle storm. Our raft, and 
house, 25 x30 feet, twirled about 
five revolutions per minute. On 
another day the wind blew us 
ashore into sunken trees and 
stumps; our boys played a good 
game of ‘“‘dodge ’em’’, but the top 
of our aluminum house was side- 
swiped by a broken-off tree, and 
we rode over a sunken log that 
wrenched our raft slightly. The 
current was fast here and we went 
between stumps, missing by only a 
few feet, and came to rest against 
a mass of floating debris; no real 
damage done. 

After this episode, we put all 
our papers, photographs, cameras, 
etc., in one basket near the door. 
If the ship should sink, we'll grab 
this and pile into our dugout 
canoe which rests on one end of 
the raft. 

The Amazon has averaged be- 


We use the dugout for fishing and 
also to paddle ashore to visit na- 
tive huts in quest of food. 

Last Sunday morning we stop- 
ped at the San, Pablo leper colony 
where there are between 600 and 
700 lepers. We watched a doctor 
operate on a man’s eye to remove 
a piece of leprous tissue. I watch- 
ed the entire operation, Kathleen 
stayed too, but Mike couldn’t take 
it. 

I hope all of you enjoy Christ- 
mas and New Years. We'll be 
glad to be home someday. This

Central America in December of 
1954, traveling in a_ specially- 
built GM°S kouse truck. Je got 
caught in one Central American 
revolution, finally completed the 
trip to South America by boat; 
traveled through Venezuela and 
into the Andes mountains, often 
making roads enroute. 

The family has traveled in gev- 
eral South American. countries; 
they report that the people they 
Meet are extremely cordial and 
that they are often taken into 
homes and treated as guests. 

Mr. Hildebrand has visited a 
tribe of Indians who are experts 
at shrinking human heads (he was 
glad to get back from that side 
trip) and in Peru he was once 
picked up by police and charged 
with being a Communist. Profuse 
apologies followed when he estab- 
lished his identity. 

While traveling by raft, the 
Hildebrands used _ considerable 
canned goods. At one point the 
raft was marooned by low water; 
the can opener was accidentally 
dropped overboard into the shal- 
low river, and no one would reach 
down to get it because of'the dan- 
gerous fish that grabbed anything 
that went into the water. 

In their overland travels by 
house truck, the Hildebrands aver- 
age about $13.00 per day expenses, 
most of which is for gasoline and 
oil.
